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1 . Claims 3, 10 and 14 are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c), as being of improper 
dependent form for failing to further limit the subject matter of a previous claim. 
Applicant is required to cancel the claim(s), or amend the claim(s) to place the claim(s) 
in proper dependent form, or rewrite the claim(s) in independent form. Claims 3, 10 and 
14 depend from cancelled claims. 

2. Claims 8 and 1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 8, line 7, "relief formed between the square head and the stop" is not 
understood in view of the specification and drawings. Note that the specification defines 
a center portion of each relief being in line with the socket stops. It is consequently not 
clear as to how the reliefs can be considered to lie "between" the square head and the 
stop. 

3. Claims 8 and 1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. In claim 8, line 7, "relief formed between the 
square head and the stop" is not supported by the original disclosure thus constituting 
new matter. 

4. Claims 1, 4-6, 12, 15 and 16 are allowed. 
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5. Claims 8 and 1 1 may be given favorable consideration if rewritten or amended to 
overcome the rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office 
action. 

6. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action. Accordingly, THIS ACTION IS MADE FINAL. See MPEP
